I have rio doubt ttot the story is authentic, siot only because all ths details 
sound conviaaiisg, but also because it is ths gist of a book that ■sail soon fee published 
by Plon, CE® of tha largest and most inspected of Shrsneh publiaaiwg rcusee.
